On 3 3-3 acres of 
sweet potatoes he dug 1,025 bushels, 
an average of 273 1-3 bushels per 
acre.

Others around him 
made only about 500 pounds. He esti­ 
mates Ma low from drouth at 20 per 
cent and from insects at IO per cent 
These reports woald Indicate that 
the money spent on the demonstration 
work has been handled moat profit­ 
ably and that the work should be con­ 
tinued.

ing card and the new territory that 
will be opened will mean a large in­ 
crease in traffic for the road. It will 
pay thousands of dollars in taxes Into 
the treasury 
of 
Pontotoc 
county, 
thereby helping the taxpayers. Vote 
for the amendment and pay no heed 
to the vaporings of peanut politicians 
who use the argument against the a- 
mendment as a means of advancing 
their own interests in the political 
field.

Washington, D. C.. July 17.—Major 
General Bell, commanding the Philip-, 
pine 
department, 
warmly 
praises 
Brigadier General John J. Pershing 
for the manner in which he conducted 
his campaign to disarm the Moros. It 
is not the first time that Gen. 
Per­ 
shing has been “mentioned in dis 
patches,” and when-the history of the 
Philippines comes to be written it is 
probable that to the fighter from Mis­ 
souri will be given the credit for do­ 
ing the biggest share of the “rough 
work” incident to the pacification of 
the islands 
General Pershing has been fighting 
in the Philippines the greater part 
of the past ten years. In 1906 he was 
singled out by President Roosevelt in 
one of his messages to Congress for 
his distinguished services in his fights 
against the Moros in the Lake Llano 
country. There, his senior officer be 
ing incapacitated, the command of a 
battalion devolved upon him. Captain 
Pershing was away from civilization 
and almost cut off from communica­ 
tion with the outside world. (For sev­ 
en months he kept open his base of 
operations, supplied his own subsist­ 
ence, and, with his men, fought every 
day and part of the night. He started 
at the lower end of the lake and 
fought clear around Gen. MacArthur, 
then in command in the Philippines, 
recommended him for promotion to 
brigadier general as the only recogni­ 
tion commensurate with his actual ser 
vices. Thereupon the president jump 
od Captain Perching over the heads of 
862 officers of higher rank and made 
him a brigadier general in the regular 
army. Except in the case of General 
Funston, who was made a "brigadier 
from the volunteers after h it capture 
of Aguinaldo, there la no other in­ 
stance upon record where bravery and 
efficient, service have been bo prompt­ 
ly sud so extensively rewarded. 
The latest dispatches from the Phil­ 
ippines indicate that the recent fight­ 
ing baa been as severe as any -that 
marked the early career of General 
Pershing in the islands. For days the 
American troops have been fighting 
n the mountain fastness with savages 
sometimes numbering between 5,000 
and 10,000. Hand to hand 
combats 
have been frequent, to which not a
